Was extreamly ſurpriſd, when upon the receipt of the incloſ'd, I perceiv'd 
by an expreſſion of yours, as if ſome fober perſons had been abu(ſ'd, and 
taken umbrage at that malicious Paper, Intituled, News from Bruſſels , a pre- 
tended Letter from ſo near an Attendant on'bis Majeſty, &c. Certainly , they are of 
the leaſt diſcerning , that can poſſibly ſubje& their credits to an impoſture ſo 
obnoxious, and oFetile of a Diabolical Spirit breathing in that vile Letter : 
Bur, todiſabuſe thoſe tender Gentlemen , and all other good men who may

/ Thecomfort 1s, Pea an eye will ſerveto "—p—p3 into this wretched piece, that either conſider the Style, or the 
Perſons about the King ; or his innate, religious and ſevere propenſity to lenity, moderation, friendlineſs,and

Of this, Dear Couſmn, how many of 
us are witneſſes, who have ſo frequently admired at the tenderneſs of his expreſſions, even againſt his birter- 
eſt Enemies! I do proteſt before A'mighty God, that chink his Majeſty as far from any thoughts of future 
revenge, as the molt meek, and conſummate Chriſtian upon earth: And for his fidelity, his Wordis a Law 
of the Medes and Perſians; whoſoever ſhall obtain it, has an aſſurance irrefragable ; for all the world, that 
have atall practiſ'd and obſerv'd his Majeſys know, that & isa principle radicated in him, and to have coſt hin, 
ſufficiently dear inthe judgment of leſs ſevere perſons who have ſometimes thought,one of the moſt Princel 
virtues, adiſadvantageto his proceedings. But conſider yer a little, and wasthereever ſuch a Rhapſody, pl 
maliciouſly comprehenſive of every Article, that could be imagin'd might abuſe, and give jealouſie to men 
whoſe fortunes and whole perſons wi'l beas ſecure and dear to his Majeſty as the moſt loyal of his Subjedts :

ſhould be lent rome Bruſſels ? Ir is ridiculous,it is all together impoſsible: Couſin, trouble you no longer with 
this idle Affaire, Wiſe men will not be ſo miſtaken, Good men cannot ; The cafie and the credulous may be 
cured by this Antidote, and men muſt look for the efforts of an urmoRt rage, whilſt ſuch impla-able and hel. 
liſh ſpirits cannot abandon their fears, and their deſpairs; and that ( with Kain ) they diſpiſe mercy,and think 
their I reater then can be forgiven. To conclude, Couſin, I may be ſorry totell you, that his Majeſty has 
not in all his Rerinue, an Attendant ſo univerſally intelligent, and that could deviſc balf choſe particulars, ſo 
domeſtick, and ſo perlonal ; bur as he has indeed none ſo informed; ſo, neither has he = about him o in- 
diſcreet and malicious. But I havealready diſcovered you the Sourle and the Impoſture ; by the date, print- 
ing,and ſeveral particulars il|-rim'd in the Letter , I could illuſtrate more, and more confound it; but it is 
not worth it: Have patience, Dear Couſin, God will bring all to the day ſhortly ; and it «will not be in 
the power of wicked men ( the prudence of thoſe in Authority continuing ) to fruſtrate his deſigns of mer 
towards us, ſolong as we have a Prince thus qualified, a Peopie fo inclin'd, and Perions in power ſoable and 
ſo diſpoſ'd,after all our revolutions, and deviations,to take the oaly jult and right expedient, ro render us happy 
and ſecure. :
